In case a man may not be 
physically aljle for

military 
service, but capable of performing oth- 
er war work efficiently, it 
will be 
recommended to the exemption board 
by the doctors that, he be placet! on 
the list of those who will be called for 
other kinds of work. 
The examining physician after each 
examination is ordered to inform the 
registrant 
of, 
his 
conclusion as to 
whether he is Qualified or disqualified 
for general military service. 
In this 
way no man will be left in any sus- 
pense, as to whether or not he has 
been accepted, knowing on the day of 
his examination that he must go to 
war soon, or that he will be exempted 
from military service. 
If the registrant is not satisfied with 
the decision of the examining physi- 
cian he shall immediately record a re- 
quest to be serf, before a medical ad- 
visory board. Failure to make this re- 
quest on the day he is examined and 
informed of the conclusion forecloses

Philadelphia, Jan. 30.—Virtually 
every state in the union and many dis- 
tant parts of the world are reprnsent- 
ed among the thousands of shipwork- 
ers and their families who are hasten- 
ing to this city to settle in the new 
community established in the Fortieth 
ward for" employes of a large ship- 
building corporation which has estab- 
lished a plant at Hog Island. The in- 
flux, which began with the establish- 
ment of the plant a short time ago, 
will add, according to local officials, 
from 25.000 to 30,000 persons to Phila- 
delphia's population. 
Before the establishment of the Hog 
Island plant, thousands of workmen 
attracted to the Delaware River shlp- 
buildin"- yards had utilized all 
the 
housing facilities In the district. This 
made it necessary for the city to co- 
operatp with the government m plan- 
ning for the reception of the new 
army which Philadelphia is 
called 


upon to accommodate. 
More than :0000 workers will be 
renuirPd to erect the houses in the 
community which will in the future 
be tbe homes of the new arrivals. 
It 
is estimated, according 
to 
surveys 


made at the instance of the city, that 
from -5,000 to 7,500 buildings will be 
necessary. The cost will exceed |10,- 
000,000 including wages. 
Another forMane will be required for 
the construction of sewers' water fa- 
cilities and other sanitary arrange- 
ments in this new section. Streets 
will b3 laid, miles of water pipe will 
be installed and all the heating, light- 
ing and transportation 
accommoda- 


tions of a modern city. 
This 
working 
program is to be 
hastened with all possible speed so 
that workmen who could be used on 
the scores of ships contracted for by 
the government in Delaware Sliver 
yards will be released without delay. 
The cityi is still working on 
the

for the "Hog Island" colony 
along

arranged until the homes are built.
